EDMONTON—Provincial Reduction 
and Settlement of Debts Act is inva- 
lid, the Alberta Appeal Court ruled 
last Friday.

COWBOY COSTUMES 


People who note the cowboy cos- 
tumes at stampedes and observe their 
picturesqueness, seldom realize that 
they were desinged for utility rather 
than for show. They were evolved 
from the trappings of the early Span- 
ish settlers of the west, the fringed 
Indian scout costume adopted by the 
United States army, and various in- 
novations added from time to time 
to meet the needs of the hard-working 
cowboys. 

The big gallon hat is an addition 
of the Spanish sombero and is a 
necessity to shade the eyes from the 
sun which beats down on the plains. 
Its high crown is designed for cool- 
ness, just as a builder would put anj 
attic on a house, The height of the 
crown determines whether it is a “one 
gallon” or “two-gallon” hat. 


The kerchief about the neck serves 
to absorb prespiration and keep fine 
dust from entering under the collar. 
When drawn up over the nose this 
kerchief keeps the cowboys from in- 
haling dust into his lungs. The ne- 
cessitv for this will be realized when 
it is known that dust sometimes rolls 
in perfect clouds over the prairies. 


The “chaps” or fringed leather rid- 
ing breaches, are of Spanish origin; 
being made of leather they stand sad- 
dle wear and are shaped in the most 
efficient manner for comfort. It must 
be considered that the cowboy spends 
most of his life in the saddle. 

The leather wristlets were designed 
to prevent “burning” by a_ lariat 
when it is thown. The end of a fast 
speeding rope sometimes wraps 
around a cowboy’s wrist» and before 
the leather wristlets were added to 
the costume, many cowboys received 
severe rope burns in this manner. 


The spurs are larger than the reg- | 
ular spurs, but are blunter, They are 
larger because they must serve in the 
breaking of vicious and 
horses. 

Boots are simn'v shoes with leather 
puttees attached. They save time and 
serve the same purnose as the boots | 
and puttees adonted by the army. 

The decorations added to this cos-

| age size.: (With certain allowances, of 
course, for damage from hail, insects, 
| plant diseases, etc. 
| What is the rainfal situation at this 
moment? Records from hundreds of 
rain gauges indicate that for Mani- 
|toba the total average precinitation 
| fall and growing season combined, is 
| now 93 per cent of normal, for Sas- 
| katchewan 66 per cent of normal, and 
for Alberta 84 pér cent of normal.
